CONVICT UNDER GUISE OF NEGBO

Seeks To Escape From Famous New
York Prison. Placed Bag Doll
Dummy In Bed Attempt Foiled
By Experienced Guard.

Ossining, N. Y., Nov. 13. Sing Sing
convicts who attempt to escape by
leaving "rag doll" dummies of them-
selves In their cells to fool the
guards should remember that, like
the gold game, when tried too fre-
quently, it is bound to fail.

Joseph Oatto, who arrived in the
prison last February to spend the
next fifteen yrars as the result of a
certain hinhway robbery In New
York City, grew tired of confine-
ment and attempted the dummy trick.
But ho tried it on Frank Price, keep-
er, who was fooled successfully by
John McAllister, three months ago,
who still Is at large. Price, sus-
pended after the escape, only recently
returned to the post.

He ordered the prisoners into their
cells after supper at 7 o'clock, to
call the roll, as is customary before
the men are released again to go to
the movies. He called the name of
"Joseph Gatto," but Joseph responded
not Straightway Price entered the
cell to find beneath the bedclothes
what Edwin B. Brophy. warden, de-
scribed as a "big rag doll."

Immediately he spread the alarm
and a posse of keepers hunted the
missing prisoner. Half an hour later
they discovered him in the pipe shop,
hidden in a pile of material In a cor-
ner.

To facilitate his light, the guards
discovered he had procured a quan-
tity of lamp black In the pipe shop
with which to blacken out the white
stripes of his uniform and perhaps
to blacken his face, so that he would
have about as high visibility as a
Negro on a stormy night.

Prison officials look upon Gatto's
dummy as crude in comparison with
the deceiving manikin McAllister
constructed. Gatto had merely taken
some muslin strips, rags and his
pillow, molded them roughly to cor-
respond with his torso and then
crudely attempted to sketch the feat-
ures of a face.

Oatto's attempt marked the four-
teenth time In fifty years that the
dummy trick had been tried.
